Treasury in .Mr. Harrison's administra- 
tion; Mr. Herbert, now Secretary of the 
Navy ; Mr. McKinley, now (lovernor of 
Ohio; Mr. Mills, of Texas, now Senator 
from that State, and .Mr. Morrison, of 
Illinois, now Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioner," and he proceeds to blame 
these (.'entleiiii'ii for inconsistency in 
opposing free coinage now.
